SPECIAL TOPIC: Pet Peeves and Gripes: avout 15 people responded. 
Instead of putting everything in the négative I will reverse the 
gripes and say what you should do...CATALOGS;: Explain each show as 
full as possible including dates, plot, guests, soundquality...make 
sure your addre:s is on each page of your catalog, especially iff they 
are loose sheets...Identify commercials, network, AFH3; also, if the 
show is edited...Organize show by topic. (This may be imoractable 
for most people but does make it easier to find a show. Alphapoct- 
ical order is the next best way)...Indicate lergth of the show (25, 
30, 15 minutes etc) Some collectors redub all shows on a segmented 
master and wich to know the exact lenglth. A few collectors give the 
length to the nearest second,...MAXING TaPES: Make sure you lapel 
tracks correctly-also make sure correct show is labeled on correct 
track...Tave down the end of the tape so it doesn't unravel in the 
box...Don't mail the tape with side 2 up...Wlake sure the content 
sheet is legable..,Don't dub both tracks at once. There is a great 
danger of cross-talk...Leave several seconds of "Dead air" at the 
beginning of the rec] and in between the shows...Don't record at 
too low or too high a volume...if you ra out of tape vefore the 
show is over, solice on more tape; don't cut it short or finish it 
on the next track..,OTHER: Please answer letters, specially if you 
solicite resvonses...Be clear about what sound quality you have and 
what you expect so there isn't any misunderstanding...wAKE SURE YOU 
COMPLETE YOUREND OF THT TRADE....I hope these hints will helo some 
traders.
